BHtish officials in Pairis said that 


foreign Minister Anthony Eden told 
he German charge d'affaires in Lon- 
lon tlie presence of Greman officials 
n Morocco was a violation of the 
reaty of Versailles. 


"We arc working hand in hand with 


Britain," said the Foreign Office. "It 
s almost as much to their interest as 
ours." 


Dispatches, from French Morocco said 


;hat at least 300 German troops landed 
in Spanish Morocco recently. French 
ravelcrs returning to Paris said a week 
igo the most important civilian por- 
tions of Mclilla, Spanish'Morocco, had 
been occupied by Germans. They said 
the president of the gas company, the 
official in charge of the port and all 
others in similar key posts were Ger- 
mans. 


Agreement Sought 


Sources close to tho French govern- 


ment said that since outbreak of the 
Spanisli civil war, France has been 
preparing for the possibility it would 
bo necessary to intervene in Spanish 
Morocco. They said France and Great 
Britain tried to gel an agreement in 
writing quickly to end the sending of 
men and munitions lo Spain. 


Both London and Paris are anxious 


to have the .agreement in operation 
before January 30, fourth anniversary 
of Adolf Hitler's. acceptance of the 
German chancellorship. On that date, 
it is reported, Hitler may turn over 
many of his powers to Air Minister 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering. The lat- 
ter, it is thought, may change Ger- 
man foregin policy and may cause 
further delays in obtaining strict in- 
ternational control of foreigners going 
to Spain.
